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The Weekly Coal Production flTC/V provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by State, as well as 
supplementary data which are usually published twice 
a month. This week's Coal Exports and Imports Sup- 
plement contains annual as well as detailed monthly 
data on U.S. coal and coke exports and imports. An- 
other supplement contains detailed monthly data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price).

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Summary 


U S. coal production in the week ended February 17, 
1990, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 20 million short tons, Tliis was 3 per- 
cent less than in the previous week but 5 percent liigher 
than in the comparable week of 1989. Production East 
of the Mississippi totaled 13 million short tons, and pro- 
duction West of the Mississippi River totaled 8 million 
short tons. 

On February 20, 1990, the United Mine Workers of 
America announced that strildng miners had ratified a 
new 4-year contract with the Pittston Coal Group. 
The new contract guarantees workers nearly 100 per- 
cent free health care coverage, gives miners expanded 
lights to future jobs in the company's non-union mining 
subsidiaries, and requires Pittston to continue to pay, 
at a reduced rate, into two existing, industrywide health 
and pension benefit funds. Under the new contract, 
Pittston received flexibility in scheduling production 
operations, wliich the company said it needed to meet 
the demands of international coal buyers and to boost 
its productivity. 


1989 Coal Exports and Imports 

U.S, coal exports in December 1989 totaled 8 million 
short tons, slightly less than in December 1988. I'his 
raised the level of U.S. coal exports in 1989 to 101 
million short tons from 95 million short tons in 1988. 
The 1989 coal exports ranked as the Nation's third 
highest year, following an all-time high of 113 mUlion 
short tons in 1981 and 106 million short tons in 1982. 

Most of the increase in U.S. coal exports in 1989 reflects 
a 14- percent growth in shipments to European custom- 
ers, Factors contributing to tliis rise include: a decline 
in coal exports from Australia and Poland due to the 
implementation of new work agreements, which af- 
fected productivity in both countries; a shortfall in 
coal exports from China and the U.S.S.R.; and a rise 
in the demand for metallurgical coal to meet an increase 
in world steel production. 

The United States continued to be of worldwide im- 
portance as a source of coal in 1989, ranking second 
to Australia in the amount exported. U.S. coal was 
shipped to more than 30 countries during the year. 
Principal among these were Canada, .lapan, and Italy. 


I’ogcthcr, these three countries, each longstanding 
markets for US. coal, accounted for 42 percent of the 
coal exported from the United Slates in 1989. 

Metallurgical coal exports, the mainstay of U.S. coal 
exports, rose to 65 million short tons in 1989 from 62 
million short tons in 1988. The largest shipments were 
to Japan, Canada, Italy, Belgium and Luxembourg, 
and Brazil. Combined, the tonnage shipped to these 
five countries represented 56 percent of the 1989 U.S. 
metallurgical coal exports. 

Steam coal exports also rose in 1989, increasing to 36 
million short tons from 33 million short tons in 1988. 
Canada, by far the major destination, received 10 mil- 
lion short tons. However, tliis was 17 percent less than 
in 1988. The drop occurred largely because in 1989 
the Canadian electric power industry relied more on 
nuclear power plants than in the past. European mar- 
kets imported 17 million short tons of U.S, steam coal, 
25 percent more than in 1988. Almost two thirds of 
tliis went to Italy, Dcnmaric, and the Netherlands. Ship- 
ments to ranee r'osc sharply to nearly 2 million short 
tons in 1989 from 24,000 short tons in the previous 
year. This reflects an increase in electricity generation 
from the country's coal-fired plants in 1989, in order 
to compensate for a loss in output at hydr’oeicctric 
plants due to a drought, and a shutdown of nuclear 
power plants for safety inspections. 

Norfolk, Virginia, continued as the Nation's leading 
coal-exporting district in 1989, shipping almost half of 
the total. Ranking second was Cleveland, Ohio, 

16 million short tons. Other important coal-expo 
districts were New Orleans, Louisiana, Mobile, 
bam a, and Baltimore Maryland. 
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nearly 3 million short tons, compared with slightly 
over 2 million short tons in 1988. In 1989, coal was 
imported cliiefly from Colombia (47 percent) and Can- 
ada (35 percent). In general, coal was imported from 
Canada to meet the needs of consumers not readily 


supplied by domestic sources, whereas coal from other 
countries was imported lai’gely by power plants in the 
Southeast The 1989 U.S. coal imports were valued at 
approximately $97 million, based on an average price 
of $34.14 per short ton.
